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Man made 2,400 

threatening calls

A DISGRUNTLED former 
employee at a pizza takeaway 
company made more than 
2,400 phone calls to the 
premises over a four-month 
period, a court heard. 

Mehdl Yaghobi, 27, admitted a 
charge of a harassment of Zablee 
Mansour and Papillion Pizza in 
Haverhill between April and August 
last year, by making 2,438 phone 
calls from Haverhill or elsewhere. 

He appeared at Bury St Edmunds 
Magistrates’ Court on Tuesday before 
district judge David Cooper, who ordered 
him to do 80 hours of unpaid work over the 
next year and made a restraining order 
preventing him from entering Haverhill or 
contacting the pizza company or its staff. 

Tess Mann, prosecuting, said Yaghobi 
called the company repeatedly, often 
hundreds of times a day, making threats to 
the owner and other staff members. He said 
his intention was to ruin the business and 
make it impossible for those ordering 
pizzas to get through. 

His former employer recognised his voice

Jubilee Park plan gets green 
light for former school site 

PLANS to create a Jubilee Park and allotments on a 
former school site have been approved by planners 
- but they have deferred a controversial application 
for a wind tower to hold a site inspection. 

Members of St Edmundsbury Borough Council’s 
development control committee meeting last 
Thursday approved the plan to create a park 
named in honour of the Queen’s Diamond Jubilee 
at the site of the former Clements Primary School 
in Haverhill, which was demolished after a new 
school opened nearby last year. 

South Suffolk Wind Energy Limited’s application to 
put up an 80m mast in Stoke by Clare to assess 
whether the area is suitable for a wind farm was 
recommended for approval despite strong 
objections from conservations groups, residents 
and councillors. However, the committee agreed to 
hold a site visit on April 19 before deciding on the 
application. 

Another application, for consent to retain six 
modular buildings put up without consent at the 
Broadlands Hall school for pupils with special 
needs at Little Wratting, was also deferred for a site 
inspection. 

Cemetery gates close as 
upgrade work starts 

WORK starts today to maintain the main gates at 
Haverhill Cemetery in Withersfield Road, ready for 
them to be automated. 

The gates will be closed until Tuesday while this is 
being done, and access for blue badge and funeral 
cars will be through the Broadcroft Crescent gates. 
Currently a member of staff unlocks and locks the 
gates manually each day. When the automated 
gates come into service visitors will not be 
reminded that it is closing time. If they find the 
gates closed, instructions tell them how to use a 
button to exit. 

The cemetery winter opening hours are 8am to 
4.30pm and the summer hours are 8am to 7pm. 
Outside these times the regulations permit only 
cemetery staff to be in the grounds. Explanatory 
signs have been posted at points around the 
cemetery and staff are on hand to talk to visitors.

Waste centre fire 
probe is launched

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INVESTIGATIONS are cont¬ 
inuing into the cause of a huge 
recycling plant fire which 
burned for four days. 

More than 50 firefighters tackled 
the blaze at the Waste Recycling 
Group plant in Homefield Road, 
Haverhill, which started on Monday, 
February 27 and was not put out 
until last Thursday afternoon. 

Residents were advised to keep 
their doors and windows shut. 
Some staff at nearby premises were 
sent home after feeling affects from 
breathing in the smoke. 

A spokesman for the Environ¬ 
ment Agency said an investigation 
had been launched into the fire and 
the company had been told it could 
not accept new waste at the site 
until the damaged buildings had 
been repaired and fire prevention 
equipment put in place. 

Andrew Smith, a director at WRG, 
said today that it was hoped to have 
the plant operating again in about 
three weeks. 

He said: “The fire service wanted 
to wait until the smoke had cleared 
within the building, so it took longer 
than anyone expected to put it out 
completely. It was not blazing, just 
smouldering waste by then. 

“We have to make some repairs 
and replace some mechanisms that

were damaged in the fire, such as a 
spray mechanism to deal with flies. 
Then once the environment officer 
and other statutory authorities are 
happy, we hope to reopen and begin 
providing our services again in 
about three weeks. 

“We have not been able to 
establish the cause of the fire and it 
may be that we are not able to at all. 
It can be something as simply as 
barbecue embers that people put in 
their bins in the summer that start 
these fires, and we would ask people 
to think twice about what they put 
into their waste. 


“Fire prevention measures were 
already in place and these will be 
restored, as well as some additional 
measures above and beyond what 
we are required to provide. These 
fires are sometimes difficult to 
detect and we are talking to various 
bodies to see what practical 
measures can be put in place to 
prevent fires and to deal with them 
if they do occur. 

“We are have been talking to our 
neighbours and have set up a useful 
dialogue to make sure that we are in 
contact with them in the future and 
address their concerns.” 


Former pizza 
worker made 
2,400 calls to

and his mobile number, and 
had been forced to pay £250 a 
week to get his calls screened. 

Aja Hall, for Yaghobi, who 
now lives in Gospatrick Road, 
London, said the offence arose 
after he had been very 
seriously assaulted while 
working as a cleaner at the 
company, with his jaw broken 
in two places and permanent 
nerve damage caused to his 
face. He had lost his job, while 
those he said had caused his 
injuries were still working 
there. 

Police had initially told him 
his attackers would be 
charged with causing him 
grievous bodily harm, but the 
case was dropped before it 
went to court. He had been 
unhappy about losing his job 
and also claimed he was owed 
money by his former 
employer. 

Ms Hall said: “He 
appreciated the volume of 
calls was excessive, but says it 
was hundreds rather than 
more than 2,000. It was 
obviously very unpleasant for 
someone trying to run a 
business, but the injuries 
caused to him do somewhat 
overshadow that.” 

Judge Cooper said although 
the defendant had made some 
“fairly blood-curdling and 
obscene threats”, he had taken 
into accounts his previous 
good character and the 
injuries he had suffered. 
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Pensioner’s anger at 
bus shelters closure 


A PENSIONER has 
slammed the council for 
closing off bus shelters and 
leaving elderly passengers 
to get soaked. 

Long-awaited replace¬ 
ment shelters at Haverhill 
bus station have been 
dogged by problems ever 
since they were installed in 
2009 at a cost of almost 
£300,000. 

They were completely 
replaced in 2010, after more 
than 2,000 people signed a 
petition saying they were 
too small for wheelchairs or 
mums with buggies. Last 
week all the shelters were 
closed to the public, after 
an inspection revealed that 
the wrong kind of concrete 
had been used in putting 
them up and they could be 
unstable. 

Terence Turner, 68, of 
Pentlow Hawke Close, 
Haverhill, said he could not 
understand why there had 
been so many problems 
with the shelters and felt it 
was an over-reaction to 
close them off completely. 

He said: “I think it is 
absolutely disgraceful. A lot 
of elderly people use the 
buses and they have just 
been left to stand out in the 
wind and pouring rain. I 
have had an extension built 


on my house and I have 
never heard of builders 
using the wrong kind of 
concrete. 

“They have started work 
on them and then just left 
them. This sort of thing 
would not happen in Bury 
St Edmunds - it just seems 
that anything will do when 
it comes to Haverhill. I use 
the bus shelters quite a bit 
and it does not look like a 
health and safety issue, 
they just need to replace 
the concrete. Bury has a 
large shelter and a cafe and 
here people have to wait for 
a bus out in the rain.” 

Suffolk county councillor 
Anne Gower is calling for 
the work to be completed 
as quickly as possible and 
also seeking assurances 
about the quality of 
contractors being used. She 
said: “I know things do 
happen, but this is just not 
good enough. “First we had 
the wrong shelters, then the 
roofs leaked and now they 
are unstable. The whole 
thing has been a complete 
disaster.” 

A spokesman for Suffolk 
County Council said work 
was due to start on Monday 
and expected to take until 
March 23.

Use local skills 
for bus shelters 

Sir, I really must support the views 
of my colleague Cllr Anne Gower 
over the problems we in Haverhill 
have experienced with the bus 
shelters at the station adjacent to 
Jubilee Walk (“Cordons go up at 
disaster-hit bus station”, Weekly 
News, March 1). 

One of the things people see when 
they come into Haverhill and arrive 
at the bus station are the bus 
shelters, so it doesn’t help to 
promote Haverhill by having them 
fenced off for safety reasons. We are 
all being told to buy local, but 
obviously nobody has told Suffolk 
County Council about this. From 
my experience we have enough 
quality fabrication engineers locally 
who could have manufactured the 
Haverhill bus shelters to a given 
design and of a better quality. One 
only has to take a look at the quality 
of build of the Queen Street gates, 
not that I like the design personally, 
to see what can be manufactured in 
the Haverhill area. 

As for the aspect of the concrete 
mix I would imagine that any 
second-year building student could 
get that right. I might also point out 
that there is a difference in buying 
cheap and buying value for money, 
plus the aspect of the calibre of the 
contractor. 

If Suffolk County Council had gone 
local then rare odd faults appearing 
could have been dealt with without 
delay. 

From my experience of engineering 
manufacturing and inspection, on 
an odd bad day local engineers can 
produce better quality work from 
what I have seen of the bus shelters 
at the bus station. 

Finally, it was agreed at one of the 
HAWP meetings when I was on that 
committee that the CB9 logo would 
be installed on the bus shelters at 
the Haverhill bus station. It appears 
Suffolk County Council have 
missed out this aspect when 
ordering the bus shelters, so this 
also needs to be addressed and the 
CB9 logo installed.

Landlord raises 
alarm on £1 m 
cannabis farm

A CANNABIS factory believed to 
have produced drugs worth up to 
£lm since it was set up in 
December was uncovered by 
police on Monday. 

Police found a system of lights, 
heating, nutrients and water at an 
industrial unit in The Grip, Linton, that 
had already supported about 1,500 
harvested plants across two floors and 
five rooms, and was being used again to 
grow the next crop. 

The alarm had been raised by the 
property’s landlord when he didn’t get a 
response from his tenants, who had 
moved in at the end of last year. He let 
himself in to the property. 

Gavin Guy, Cambridgeshire police’s 
drugs expert, said: “Almost every room 
had been adapted, all light was blocked 
from outside, there were CCTV cameras 
in front of the address covering the 
approach, and the electricity had been 
illegally bypassed. 

“The indication is that they left in a 
hurry, given that there were five crops

left behind that they didn’t get round to 
harvesting. 

“We aren’t sure why they left, but they 
appear to have been a very skillful and 
experienced organised crime group.” 

PC Guy added: “It is unusual to find 
factories like this in industrial units - 
this is far more significant than any 
residential property we have 
uncovered.” 

One ground-floor room contained 600 
rooted cuttings, another room 
contained around 120 intermediate 
plants and a third contained dozens 
more. 

Upstairs, there were five mature 
plants remaining alongside several 
hundred similar pots where the 
cannabis had already been harvested. 

Engineers for EDF Energy were called 
in to make the electricity supply safe 
before police forensic teams moved in.

I READ with interest a 
recent letter from 
someone who was 
thinking of moving away 
from Haverhill because of 
the lack of good shops in 
the town. 

I must say that I think this is 
short-sighted and negative 
thinking. My view is that 
Haverhill has much to offer that 
people won’t find in other 
towns. The High Street may 
well be finding it tough going at 
the moment, but I think if 
people take the time to look at 
what’s happening in other 
towns - even the bigger ones - 
they’ll see that many have far 
more empty shops, and are 
losing big names to a much 
greater extent. 


What a relief, for instance, to find 
that Peacocks have decided to keep 
their Haverhill shop open while those 
in Bury St Edmunds and Newmarket 
have been closed. 

And it’s not just the High Street 
that’s giving Haverhill an edge over 
other towns right now I can’t think of 
another town that has such strong 
support from its voluntary and 
community groups. Right across the 
community we benefit from the 
efforts of volunteers. There are far too 
many to mention here, but I’ll pick 
out a few that I’ve been involved with. 

Take, for instance, the Haverhill 
Gateway Club, who provide vital 
support to people with learning 
disabilities and their carers. They’ve 
been going for nearly 40 years, and I 
saw at first hand just how important 
they are when I went to join them 
celebrating the last 20 of those at the 
Burton Centre. 


Then there’s REACH, a marvellous 
example of how the voluntary sector 
supports people who find themselves 
struggling financially. They came 
along to a recent town council 
meeting to remind us of their valuable 
work, from debt counselling and help 
finding work, to providing food and 
furniture to those in need. They are 
one of the town’s real strengths in 
times of need and the town council is 
proud to support them. 

At the same meeting we heard from 
other community groups - the town 
pastors, who walk the streets on 
Friday nights to comfort people and 
diffuse volatile situations; the Flower 
Club, who give their time to make 
Haverhill a brighter place to be; and 
the Parkour Group, who support free- 
running in the town. All great 
examples of how Haverhill supports 
its own and keeps such a strong 
community spirit.

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Lighting fears in 
‘dead-end’ alley

ANOTHER resident has 
raised concerns about 
lack of street lighting in a 
‘dead-end’ alleyway next 
to his home. 

John McDonagh, of 
Landseer Court, Haverhill, 
says he believes the pitch 
darkness after midnight is a 
danger to people walking and 
a security issue. 

Since Suffolk County 
Council introduced a new 
lighting system last year and 
began switching of many 
lights in Haverhill and across 
the county from midnight to 
5.30am, a number of residents 
have complained of danger¬ 
ous dark areas. 

Even the town’s police 
sector commander Insp Peter 
Ferrie raised concerns about 
his officers not being able to 
patrol estates effectively 
because it was too dark. 

Haverhill Town Council 
asked for a meeting with 
Suffolk County Council to 
discuss turning some of the 
lights back on, but the request 
was turned down. 

Mr McDonagh said he had 
tried to complain about the 
lack of lighting, but had been 
referred to a website and had 
not been able to talk to 
anyone about his concerns. 

He said: “My daughter 
complained she could not 
even find my back gate, it is so 
dark out there. I think it is 
diabolical. Who is going to 


take responsibility if someone 
gets raped or murdered 
because they cannot see that 
they are running into a dead 
end? God help a girl if she got 
attacked up here and tried to 
run away, because she would 
end up in a blind alley, 
completed hemmed in. 

“I know they are trying to 
save money, but it is common 
sense to leave a few lights on 
so that people can see where 
they are going. We get a lot of 
people walking through in the 
early hours. I come from 
Derbyshire and they’re not 
switching the lights off there.” 

A spokesman for Suffolk 
County Council urged Mr 
McDonagh to email his 
concern to the authority’s 
street lighting section so it 


could be investigated and 
acted upon if necessary. 

Cllr Guy McGregor, Suffolk 
County Council’s portfolio 
holder for roads and 
transport, said: “We are 
committed to continuing to 
work with local councils, the 
police and safer neigh¬ 
bourhood teams to ensure 
that we implement the new 
intelligent lighting system 
effectively in all areas. 

“We are sensitive to local 
need which is why we’ve 
made it possible for street 
lighting to be left on for longer 
periods - or remaining on all 
night - where it’s necessary 
for safety. 

“The suggestion of keeping 
one in every three lights has 
been considered in the past. 


However, this is considered to 
be dangerous for drivers as 
they attempt to adjust their 
eyes to bright and dark 
lighting levels. In remote 
pedestrian areas, isolated 
lights may also attract a 
congregation of people. 

“We have been in direct 
contact with the police, and 
have responded to any 
requests that they have made 
for alternative settings. We 
have not been made aware of 
any evidence to suggest that 
there has been an increase in 
crime in Haverhill between 
midnight and 5.30am which 
can be attributed to the part- 
night lighting.”

MP lashes out at Labour 
as benefits cap is passed 


GOVERNMENT legislation to 
cap benefits so that they are 
not more than a working 
family earns has been 
welcomed by a Suffolk ME 

Matthew Hancock, MP for 
West Suffolk, commented on 
the Government’s victory in 
passing the Welfare Reform 
Bill, which means benefit 
payments to a household on 
out-of-work benefits will be 
capped at £26,000 per year. 
Previously, households were 
able to receive up to £104,000 
per year in housing benefit 
alone. 

Mr Hancock said: “Labour 


have opposed this fair cap on 
benefits, voting to maintain a 
something-for-nothing culture 
whereby some families who 
don’t work get thousands of 
pounds more in welfare 
handouts than the average 
working family earns. 

“In West Suffolk the average 
person would have to pay tax 
for 32 years to pay for one 
household to receive £104,000 
in benefits a year, which could 
happen if Labour had their way. 

“This benefit cap shows that 
Conservatives are the party of 
fairness, standing up for hard¬ 
working taxpayers.”

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Teen who overcame her 
disability to be a champ

W ITH a 

photograph 
album on 
her lap and an 
infectious grin on 
her face, Rebecca 
Lawes is telling me 
all about her recent 
18th birthday party. 
Each photo features 
dozens of her 
friends, all clearly 
having an awful lot 
of fun: Rebecca, it 
seems, is a rather 
popular young lady 
She’s also rather 
extraordinary. Rebecca 
has cerebral palsy and 
moderate learning 
difficulties; she walks 
with a frame and has to 
use a wheelchair for 
longer distances. Yet in 
spite of her disabilities, 
the Impington Village 
College student is an 
astoundingly talented 
swimmer. 

Next to us on the sofa 
is her medals box. How 
many does she have? 
“Loads!” she says, with 
her trademark smile. “If I 
wore them all they’d be 
too heavy and I’d fall 
down.” 

This is no 

exaggeration: the box is 
absolutely brimming

with medals, topped 
with the six golds she 
won at the National 
Disability 

Championships last year. 
Rebecca is evidently the 
best in her class in the 
country, and is likely to 
represent Britain at the 
Paralympics in Rio in 
2016. Not bad for 
someone who only 
learned to swim properly 
six years ago. 

Swimming is a huge 
part of Rebecca’s life. 
Training both at school 
and three nights a week, 
she says she loves every 
minute of it - except 
getting in, that is. “It 
sometimes takes me 
ages because I go ‘oh my 
gosh, I don’t want to get 
in’ because it’s too cold!”’ 
she chuckles. 

“But I feel like a proper 
person when I get in the 
water. I can move more 
easily, and when I swim 
my arms feel really 
strong, and that feels 
really nice.” 

That’s not only the 
nice feeling: coming first 
gives Rebecca quite a 
buzz too. “I like 
winning,” she smiles. “It 
makes me feel really 


proud of myself. When 
they’re saying ‘on your 
marks, get set, go’, I 
sometimes feel nervous; 
but when the gun goes I 
don’t look at anyone else, 
I just focus.” And does 
she always win? “Yes!” 
she laughs. “Well, not 
always, but if I don’t win 
I don’t really mind, as 
long as I’ve tried hard.” 

Rebecca - who lives in 
Cambridge with parents 
Elizabeth and Philip, and 
siblings Jonathan, 17, 
Charlotte, 14 and 
Thomas, 11 - has always 
enjoyed splashing 
around in the water. But 
it wasn’t until Year 7, 


when she was 12, that 
her potential was first 
spotted. 

“When she’d been 
taught to swim before, 
they’d tried to do several 
strokes,” explains 
Elizabeth. “But when she 
went to Impington, they 
had a very good special 
needs teacher who 
taught Rebecca 
backstroke. She took to it 
straight away.” 

And how. When she 
started, Rebecca could 
swim half a width: within 
five months she could 
swim an entire mile. 

Impressed, her teacher 
told her parents that 


Rebecca was showing 
real promise: “But we 
were probably a bit slow 
taking it up,” admits 
Elizabeth. 

“I don’t think we 
realised quite what her 
potential was, really. We 
had been told that she 
was talented, but I think 
sometimes you wonder 
whether people are just 
saying that to be nice. 
But when we realised 
that actually she 
probably had got 
potential, that was quite 
exciting.” 

By Year 8, Rebecca was 
taking part in regional 
competitions - and 
winning them. It wasn’t 
long before she was 
spotted by scouts from 
British Swimming, who 
contacted Impington to 
say they were interested 
in her. And that, admits 
Elizabeth, came as quite 
a shock too: “We were 
really quite surprised, 
actually, but really 
excited - and just 
delighted that Rebecca 
had found something 
she’s really good at 
doing.” 

When Rebecca was 
born, there was no hint 
that she might have 
developmental issues. In 
fact it wasn’t until her 
eight-month check that

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Elizabeth was beginning 
to have her suspicions. 

“She was quite a floppy 
baby; she didn’t sit 
upright,” she recalls. 
“Various alarm bells 
started to go off. She 
wasn’t sitting, she wasn’t 
babbling, and she just 
wasn’t meeting those 
normal milestones.” 

Yet a scan to see if 
Rebecca had any brain 
damage came back clear: 
“So there was no obvious 
brain damage. But it 
became obvious that she 
wasn’t meeting any of the 
targets.” 

Rebecca was given a 
label of‘global 
developmental delay’, but 
her parents weren’t 
unduly worried. “I just 
took it in my stride,” 
shrugs Elizabeth. “I think 
first-time mums just get 
on with it, really.” 

Rebecca was slow to 
talk, and didn’t begin to 
walk until she was 2 - and 
even then she wasn’t 
moving confidently. 
Nevertheless, she was 
perfectly happy at her 
mainstream nursery, and 
then at St Philip’s Primary 
School. 

“She had a good time 
there,” recalls Elizabeth. 
“They were very good, 
very inclusive.” 

Was there any bullying? 
“Not much. I think the 
school were pretty hot on 
it; anything that 
happened they dealt with 
very quickly. And 
Rebecca doesn’t suffer 
fools very gladly!” 

Yet Rebecca’s mobility 
problems are still an 
issue. “She tends to walk 
holding onto things 


around the house, and 
she does fall over,” says 
Elizabeth. “She walks 
with a walker and uses a 
wheelchair for longer 
distances. And in the 
water she mainly uses her 
arms; she doesn’t use her 
legs very much at all.” 

Yet her upper body 
strength is impressive, 
and although she can 
now do breaststroke and 
front crawl as well, 
Rebecca truly excels at 
backstroke. She’s 
officially classified as S5 - 
a swimmer who only uses 
their arms. And this, by 
chance, is the perfect 
class to be in right now. 

“We spoke to someone 
from (swimming 
governing body) the ASA, 
and he was saying that 
quite a lot of the S5 
swimmers are retiring 
after 2012, and there are 
not many S5 swimmers 
in the pipeline - Rebecca 
is their strongest 
backstroker,” says 
Elizabeth. 

And that, of course, 
means that she’s likely to 
be called up for the 
Paralympics in Rio in four 
years’ time. 

“We hope so,” says 
Elizabeth. “That would be 
very exciting.” 

Needless to say, 
Elizabeth is a very proud 
mum. “Really proud, and 
really so pleased that 
she’s found something 
she’s so good at. 

“She’s so determined, 
Rebecca; she’s always 
been very determined 
about things, and she’s 
very keen on the sport. 

“It’s really good for her 
health and fitness levels, 


and it gets her off the 
sofa! And there’s the 
social side of the 
swimming club as well: 
she loves being with 
other people, and the 
City of Cambridge 
Disabled Swimming 
Squad, who she swims 
with, are a really friendly 
bunch.” 

What advice would 
Elizabeth give to mums 
in a similar situation? 
“Take any opportunity 
you can to try things out, 
and don’t underestimate 
their potential,” she says. 

“With a special needs 
child, you view life 
differently, really. 
Achievements don’t have 
to be about academic 
success; there are lots of 
other ways of being 
fulfilled. 

“Rebecca’s got so much 
determination,” she adds 
with a smile. “She works 
harder and she achieves 
more than many other 
people ever will. She’s a 
real credit to herself.” 

Helping talent flourish 

Rebecca was recently 
awarded a grant from local 
disability charity Papworth 
Trust, which will help pay for 
club fees, and travel and 
accommodation costs for 
competitions. 

Papworth Trust is currently 
running a fundraising 
campaign to help more 
young local athletes achieve 
their goals: the £2,012 by 
2012 Campaign challenges 
supporters to raise £2,012 
by the time the Olympic 
Games launch on July 27.

Vicky of Sperling Drive, Haverhill, said:

Robert Icke, director of a bold 
production of Romeo and 
Juliet, tells Jennifer Shelton 
why there’s always 
something new to discover 
about Shakespeare’s most 
famous love story. 


T HINK you know Romeo and 
Juliet ? Of course. 

Remember that bit about the 
illiterate servant and the party 
invitation? Ah, maybe not. 

It’s probably the most famous love story 
of all time, but Shakespeare’s tale of star- 
cross’d lovers is so packed with action and 
emotion and different characters that any 
new version we see - on stage or on screen 
- is sure to throw up moments and ideas that 
we’d never noticed before. 

“It’s a play that everyone thinks they 
know,” says Robert Icke, director of a bold 
new version by Headlong Theatre, which 
alights in Cambridge this week. 

“The number of people that come out 
with: ‘Wherefore art thou, Romeo?’... The 
interesting thing about that line is that it’s 
really famous, but it’s also famous for 
meaning something which it doesn’t mean 
[‘wherefore’, of course, meaning ‘why’, not 
‘where’]’. 

“There are quite a few things in it like 
that,” Robert continues. “The suicide pact at 
the end, for example, isn’t a suicide pact. 

The reason Romeo kills himself is because 
he thinks she’s dead. There’s never been an 
agreement that they’re going to kill 
themselves. The idea is that they’re going to 
get back together again. She’s going to go 


out to Mantua, presumably.” 

A Cambridge University graduate, 
Robert is associate director at Headlong 
Theatre which put its own unique, 
contemporary stamp on Macbeth last year. 
But Romeo and Juliet is quite a different 
tragedy, Robert argues, kept aloft by a 
glimmer of hope which cheats us into 
t hin king that things, somehow, could turn 
out all right. 

“One of the things that became clear 


when working on Romeo and Juliet was that 
it’s not like the other tragedies. In Macbeth , 
once he kills the king he’s pretty much 
screwed and from then you just pretty much 
watch it all fall apart. 

“And King Lear makes that disastrous 
decision right at the start to give away his 
kingdom. But in this play, if Romeo were to 
turn up at the chapel two minutes later, it 
would all be fine: she’d be awake and they’d 
meet each other... So I got really interested 


in the idea of fate and of them being ‘star- 
cross’d’ lovers. 

“Right at the start of the play, for 
instance, Capulet gives a party invitation to 
a servant who can’t read, and that servant 
then has to find someone in the street who 
can read, and by chance bumps into Romeo 
and Benvolio, who then find out about the 
party and decide to go - which is where 
Romeo meets Juliet. 

“So if Capulet had given the invitations to 
a servant who could read, it could have all 
turned out quite differently. 

“Shakespeare is always interested in the 
opposite of everything, and of course, the 
flip side of fate is coincidence. I don’t think 
many of us know which we believe in. Do 
you believe your life is set out in front of 
you and you’re just walking a pre-appointed 
path? 

“So one of the things we’ve done in this 
production is consider - a bit like in Sliding 
Doors - how close are we to another 
scenario, and to look at the ways in which 
the story might be different. 

“Similarly, while Romeo and Juliet is a 
play about love, it’s also a play about hate. 
And as well as gentleness it’s also about 
violence. I think a lot of that is Shakespeare 
commenting on what it’s like to fall in love, 
that it’s a little bit like being hit by a random 
bullet. If you think of Cupid and his arrow, 
you realise how violent that actually is.” 

Interestingly, Robert’s first impression of 
Romeo and Juliet - on which he now has so 
much to say - as a young boy, watching it at 
the theatre with his dad, was 
underwhelming. 

“I remember saying to my dad, ‘Why are 
they all so old? Why are there 30-year-olds 
wandering around saying they’re 14?’ In our 
production they’re very young, I think 23 
and 24, and they’re wonderful. 

“I understand that it’s a risk to do it with 
younger actors - obviously when you’re 30 


you’ve got 10 years of experience - but I’m 
delighted with our guys. - and they’re two 
names I think we’ll be hearing a lot more 
of.” 

Robert studied English at King’s College, 
graduating in 2008, so is expecting his 
return to the city to stir up plenty of 
emotions. 

“It’s going to be really weird, coming 
back. I’ve got to that stage now where the 
only people I know here are the teachers, 
and it’s weird seeing other students around 
cause when you’re at uni you feel a sense of 
ownership over the place. 

“But I directed at the Arts Theatre while I 
was there as well, so coming back to the 
Arts always feels a bit like coming home.” 

And it was directing a play (and not just 
any play) during his final term which set the 
wheels of his career in motion, as Robert 
explains: “I was working on my last 
production before graduating - hilariously it 
was actually Romeo and Juliet- and some 
agents from London came to see it, which 
never happens. I’d written so many letters 
and nobody could ever come, then suddenly 
for Romeo and Juliet they all decided to 
come.” 

Coincidence - or fate, perhaps? 

“Exactly! So I was offered a new play by 
Alistair Bain which had funding and dates 
and started in the October after I graduated. 
So I really landed on my feet -1 feel really 
lucky. This time, Robert’s hoping a few of 
his former lecturers might pop along to see 
the show: “They’re good people to get 
responses from. As long as they don’t start 
saying, ‘why did you cut that bit?’ or 
‘you’ve got that bit wrong! ’ because there 
are a few bold moves.

Cut out the small talk 


A N unusual piece of theatre 
makes its first Cambridge 
appearance this week. 
Produced by Gomito 
Productions, The 
Alchemystorium is a story of 
romance and magic, told 
through movement, puppetry, 
music and sounds - but no 
words whatsoever. 

“The Alchemystorium is at heart a very 
simple love story,” says director and 
designer Amelia Bird. “Because we were 
looking at the emotion of love, we 
wanted to find a way of sharing that 
emotion with the audience. 

“I think that often when people are 
listening to a lot of words we’re more 
likely to take them in with our brains and 
consider them intellectually - whereas 
we wanted to experiment with taking 
away words and using visual 
performance, design, music and light to 
convey simple emotions rather than 


clever thoughts. 

“That probably all sounds a bit 
pretentious, but what it really means is 
that without words everything has to be 
very clear to tell the story and we’ve used 
a lot of techniques which we’ve picked 
up through making shows for children. 

“The characters are non-naturalistic 
and larger than life, almost cartoony. 
There’s music as a soundtrack 
throughout and a lot of silly, universal 
comedy like slapstick and rough, 
theatrical magic tricks. 

“ The play is set in a coffee shop and 
the performers really serve coffee to the 
audience which makes it easy to present 
everything in a very big way, then when 
we want to be more subtle with the 
emotion a delicate little scene makes a 
big contrast. 

“It was a big challenge working 
without words, but it also forced us to 
get directly to the heart of the story and 
we’re very happy with how it’s turned 
out.” 

Sam Worboys, one of the actors in the 
show, added: “As a performer I generally 


enjoy the physical bits of acting most, it's 
so satisfying to create a really slick 
sequence or to perfect a physical gag. 
Gomito shows always have plenty of 
opportunity for both of those things so 
The Alchemystorium wasn’t too big a leap 
in style. What was slightly tricky to start 
with was working on what noises our 
characters could make to accompany 
their gestures; when sounds were helpful 
for conveying things to the audience; 
and when they became too much. 

“Once all the choreography was in 
place and we’d worked on some 
clowning exercises that all became 
easier. We realised that we all make 
plenty of gestural noises in day to day life 
(noises of surprise, or thinking or trying 
to get someone’s attention) so we tried to 
work with keeping sounds genuine and 
only using them when it felt natural.”

Bang the 
drum for 
street art 

WE’VE all heard of them - you 
know, they’re the guys who 
play music with bin lids and 
brooms - but now we in 
Cambridge are getting the 
chance to witness for ourselves 
the global sensation that is 
Stomp. 

Established in Brighton in 
1991, Stomp was the result of a 
10-year collaboration between 
creators Steve McNicholas and 
Luke Cresswell. They began as 
street artists, performing at the 
Edinburgh Festival before 
touring their unique new act 
across Europe (they’d turned 
heads earlier in 1986 when 
asked to appear in an advert 
for Heineken, which became 
the starting point for their 
famous ‘dustbin dance’, which 
provides the climax to their live 
stage show). 

The theatre show premiered in 
Edinburgh and went on to 
scoop a handful of awards, 
nominations and accolades in 
its early years, wowing critics 
with its dynamism and 
ingenuity. 

Stomp is now a multimedia 
feast of rhythm, sound and 
dance, created by foot- 
stomping, brush-shuffling and 
plenty of gutsy thrashing and 
clapping, interspersed with 
light-footed, balletic 
movements to conjure up fight 
sequences. 

You’ll never look at an oil drum 
in the same way again.

INTENDED as the first instalment of 
an action-packed trilogy, John Carter 
is a battle beyond the stars based on 
a novel by Edgar Rice Burroughs. 

Oscar-winning director Andrew 
Stanton’s sprawling epic is a miasma 
of digital effects which attempt to 
emulate Avatar by immersing us in an 
eye-popping alien world.

surface of Mars, John Carter is a 
soulless spectacle with the technical 
wizardry overwhelming one or two 
flickers of emotion. 

Kitsch is devoid of charisma as the 
eponymous time-travelling soldier, 
who tips the balance of power in 
favour of the pacifist good guys by 
scything through hordes of computer¬ 
generated beasts. 

A convoluted race-against-time 
finale neatly tees up a second film in 
the series, but unless John Carter 
magically strikes box office gold it’s 
doubtful that his adventures will go 
any further than the closing credits.

Points are 
allocated to each of 10 
criteria. Unusual in car 
awards worldwide is that one 
of those is for child 
friendliness yet statistics 
show that women drive 
children in cars significantly 
more often than men. 

This year has seen an 
increase in the number of 
judges voting. Women 
motoring writers from 


Argentina, China and Japan 
have been added to the 
voting panel while other 
judges from Australia and 
New Zealand have joined 
home colleagues on the jury 
panel. 

The 20 women judges will 
send their secret-ballot votes 
to international auditors and 
accountants, Grant Thornton, 
at their Auckland, New 
Zealand, office and 
responses will be collated to 
produce the final awards 
list. The car with the most 
points in each category wins 
that category and the vehicle 
receiving the most votes 
overall in any category will 
win the Women’s World Car 
of the Year for 2012 supreme 
award. 

The announcement of the 
winning cars in each 
category and the supreme 
winner will be made before 
the end of March. The
